Holy Office Assessor Warns Against 
Many Alleged Visions And Miracles 


Rome —(NC)— An unofficial 
but authoritative warning to the 
faithful about interest in alleged 
supernatural events, such as vis- 
ions and miracles, appeared Feb. 
8 in Osservatore Romano, Vatican 
City daily, in the form of an art- 
icle by Msgr. Alfredo Ottaviani, 
Assessor of the Holy Office. 

The front-page article was not 
an official act of any organ of the 
Holy See, but an exhortation and 
instruction, entitled, “Christians, 
Be More Prudent.” It was direct- 
ed to the rank and file of Church 
members. It put them on guard 
against increasingly numerous re- 
currences of purportedly supernat- 
ural events, which have been dis- 
turbing the faithful of various 
countries in recent years. 

The author cautions that, be- 
cause of original sin, man’s relig- 
ious capacity has been disordered, 
and can pursue a course of error 
unless guided by the Church and 
aided by the grace of God. He 
remarks that this has occurred in 
several places throughout the 
world recently, with “deplorable 
disobedience of the ecclesiastical 
authority which tried to restrain

He’s Assessor of the Holy 
Office, and holds a key post in the 
Church’s most important Congre- 
gation—the Supreme Sacred Con- 
gregation of the Holy Office— 
charged with protecting the faith 
and morals of the Church’s mem- 
bers. 


Monsignor Ottaviani says the

to draw a cloud around that which 
God does work of the miraculous,” 
but only to “keep a faithful watch 
concerning that which comes from 
God and that which does not come 
from God and can come from His 
and our adversary, the Church’s 
enemy.”

— Diocesan Lenten Regulations —— 


A season for penante and repen- 
tance, over a period of forty days, 
dates back to the early centuries. 
Christ, although He did not and 
could not sin, observed forty days 
of strict fast and abstinence in the 
desert, as Moses and Elias, great 
— of the Old Law, did before 

im. 


Every person who has sinned 
must do penance in some form. 


(1) The Bible recommends three 
kinds of penance, namely, prayer, 
fasting, and almsgiving, and the 
Church would like to have her peo- 
sle practice all three kinds during 
Lent: (a) by attending weekday 
Mass and the midweek public Len- 
ton devotions; (b) by fasting ac- 
cording to the mitigated law in 
each diocese, and {c) by devoting 
to religious and charitable causes 
money saved by the practice of 
self-denial. 


(2) Lenten regulations are not 
identical all over the world, as the 
Church permits Bishops to modify 
them according to the. circumstan- 
ces of place and time. In the dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne the Lenten law 
is as follows: 


(a) The Lenten fast and abstin- 
ence begin on Ash Wednesday and 
ends on Holy Saturday at midday. 
All the days of Lent, except Sun- 
days, are fast days. The Wednes- 
days and Fridays of Lent (except- 
ing the Wednesday in Holy Week), 


Ember Saturday and Holy Satur- 
day until noon, are also days of 
abstinence. 


(b) Those who have passed their 
twenty-first birthday and have not 
yet passed their fifty-ninth birth- 
day are obliged to fast unless dis- 
pensed. The sick and the convales- 
cent, those to whom fasting would 
cause grave injury to health or 
would cause such exhaustion as 
would interfere with their daily 
duties, are excused from the Len- 
ten fast. Those who are in doubt 
whether or not they are excused 
should consult their confessor or 
pastor. 


(c) Those who are obliged to 
fast are allowed but one full meal 
a day, either at noon or in the eve- 
ning. They may eat meat only once 
a day on the days meat is permit- 
ted. In the morning a small break- 
fast, meat excluded, is permitted. 
People may take the customary 
fruit juice in the morning. The 
luncheon should not exceed one- 
third of the dinner. 


(d) The law of abstinence from 
meat, which applies to all Catholics 
except infants, forbids the eating 
of meat and soups or gravy made 
of meat; it does not, however, ex- 
clude the cooking and seasoning 
of food with drippings or lard. 


(3) By virtue of an Indult grant- 
ed to the Bishops of the United 
States by the Holy See for work- 


ing people, Bishops permit them 
and their families to eat meat once 
a day throughout Lent, except on 
Fridays, Ash Wednesday and Holy 
Saturday until noon. 


This Induit allows the same peo- 
ple to have meat at the main meal 
on the Ember Days and Vigils 
(Christmas excepted) 
the year. 


The term “working man” in- 
cludes the working woman if she 
is the chief bread-winner of the 
home. But those who avail them- 
selves of the Indult are e 


to perform some other work of} 


penance, for example, to abstain 
from alcoholic drinks, candies, to- 
bacco, ete., to attend public Len- 
ten devotions. Attendance at daily 
Mass is highly recommended. 

In order that you may catch the 
spirit of Lent at its very begin- 
ning, the Church has been prepar- 


ing you for it since Septuagesima 


Sunday. Most people begin Lent 
well, but grow more lax rather 
than more earnest and fervent as 
the days pass. The world needs the 
blessing of Heaven today as never 
before, and to procure it every fol- 
lower of Christ should not only re- 
pent and do penance in his own 


behalf, but for others who seldom 


get down on their knees. 


Don’t. postpone your Easter 
Duty, Attend to it soon, and then 
receive the Sacraments frequently 
during Lent.

His devotion to the Blessed 
Mother was instilled quite early in 
life by his mother, when he was 
saved from death. His mother 
promised she would visit the 
Shrine of Our Lady of Consolation 
each year on August 16 at Carey, 
ae She did and her son joined 

er. 

When the major returned to this 
country May 20, 1944, from over- 
seas, he immediately went to 
Carey the following day to resume 
the annual pilgrimage to the 
shrine. He kept it up until his 
death.

Ex-Premier Of Belgium Asks Recognition Of Parental Rights 


Mr. Spaak prefaced his plea with the note that his proposals 
will meet with opposition among people who are ultra anti-relig- 
ious, but said that, because he recognizes the contribution which 
the Catholic Church is making to the Belgian society, he pleads 
with them to accept an attitude of justice and fairness. 

That lesson is certainly needed over in this country where 
there are comparatively few Socialists, but where millions of 
people have been poisoned by organized propaganda to suspect the 
patriotism and even the efficiency of the religious school. The fact 
is that the religious school must be more patriotic than the public, 
because patriotism, or love of one’s country, is deepened when it 
has a religious foundation. 

From all sides we hear criticism of.the public schools because 
they: have used subversive textbooks, and because they employed 
many Communist-minded teachers even though these may never 
have had affiliation with the Party. No one ever found a Com- 
munist-minded teacher in a Catholic school. There has never been 
an un-American textbook used in the parochial schools, 


Rights And Responsibilities 


The Catholic Church teaches patriotism and obedience to all 
legitimate secular authority as a religious obligation. In the Cath- 
olic schools the moral law of God is emphasized, and whatever is 
wrong in America, whatever is wrong in the entire world today is 
due to the violation of God’s Commandments. Morality in every 
nation must have a religious foundation. Hence the spiritual health 
of the nation needs not only knowledge of God, but a recognition 
of His right to legislate for His creatures, and the responsibility 
of every creature to Him, the Creator. 

Even our rights stem from the Creator, as is clearly ex- 
pressed in the Preamble to the Declaration of Independence. But 
man has not only rights, he has duties to both God and to his 
fellowmen, and when these are; generally recognized and par- 
ticularly in the educational system, the health of the nation is 
sound.

The Catholic Church teaches that 
there is only one mediator between 
God and man, as St. Paul presents 
Him to us, namely, as a Mediator 
by Redemption. But when you pray 
for another person you are a medi- 
ator by intercession.

Considering the absence of such 
direction in the secular press, we 

lad to note that the editor of 
the Southwest Citizen, Lake Char- 
les, Louisiana (January 6, 1951) 
did carry a long editorial on the 
need of God's help. The editor 
notes that people regard this only 
as their world, while it is God's 
world also. It is His world first, 
and the people of the world owe 
their first allegiance to Him. The 
editor writes: 

“Men in their pride too often at- 
tempt to direct the affairs of na- 
tions by themselves, even to the 
point of ignoring God—as was 
done, for instance, in the United 
Nations where ‘there were objec- 
tions to opening sessions with a 
prayer.” 

Referring to civil rulers the edi- 
tor writes: 

“Leaders who should be eager to 
use every possible source of 
strength for right, shun the help 
of God Who has repeatedly proven 
Himself powerful enough to do 
things impossible for man. Has 
God suddenly lost His ability to 
work such miracles as parting the 
waters of the Red Sea and 
crumbling the walls of Jericho? Or 
has man ceased to ask Him for 
miracles and to deserve them ... 


“Why should not rulers and the 
people consult with Him on their 
problems? Why not expand, on a 
worldwide scale, the current and 
sporadic Day of Prayer Move- 
ment?” 


Then the editor rightly observes 
that it is foolish to believe that 
because Stalin and those who carry 
out his directives are atheists, the 
population of Russia is atheist. 
Nothing is farther from the truth. 
Lenin and Stalin did do their best 
to eradicate faith from the people 
of their nation but without suc- 
cess. Today Stalin allows them to 
have religious consolation in the 
Orthodox Church provided that 
Church became a tool for the pro- 
motion of Communism 


The editor, whom we have been 
quoting, well says: 

“There is no Iron Curtain which 
separates believers in God. They 
can be united in a single, divine 
cause despite differences of lan- 
guage, traditions and habits; de- 
spite, too, the edicts of dictators, 
for there is no way to control a 
man’s thoughts.” 


And he continues: 


“We have propagandized for al- 
most everything else—why not 
propagandize for God? For decades 
the diplomats of the world have 
tried to achieve peace and have 
failed—why should not the people 
themselves try God?” 


Religion In The Schools 


EWS comes from Melbourne, 
Australia, that the Victoria 
State Parliament has passed leg- 
islation to provide religious in- 
struction in state schools by ac- 
credited teachers. 

This legislation was sponsored 
by the very Minister of Educa- 
tion. Instructions will take place 
during regular school hours and 
are to be given by accredited rep- 
resentatives of religious bodies, 
subject to approval by the Minis- 
ter of Education.

He Completes 1924 Tour Of Europe 


Sygrenet NOLL was especially 
careful to brief himself on 
conditions in Ireland for the bene- 
fit of Our Sunday Visitor readers: 

“I entered Ireland at the ex- 
treme north, and departed from it 
at the extreme south. I interviewed 
— and lay people at Belfast, 

blin, Maynooth, Cork, and inter- 
vening points. I conversed with the 
jaunting-car drivers, with men in 
the train, with the hotel-keeper 
and with the merchant. Before en- 
tering Ireland at all I was with 
more than fifty people from Ire- 
land, representing both factions, 
first, for a week at a hotel in Pale- 
stine, and then for six days more 
on the boat from Beirut to Con- 
stantinople; and we discussed the 
question as thoroughly as it could 
be discussed.”

A Great Trip

Naturally, the emperors who did 
not believe in Christ, tried to force 
the Christians to worship the 
pagan gods. 

When the Christians wouldn’t do 
this, the emperor, having his 
vanity hurt, decided that he would 
make an example of them. This 
was true of hundreds and thous- 
ands of martyrs who refused to 
proiess things they did not believe 
yast so that they might go on 
living. This is what we call prac- 
ticing herioc virtue. 

But bravery of this kind is not a 
thing of past centuries. It is going 
on today. Countless Christians are 
being imprisoned and killed in the 
many countries where a godless 
government rules. It is again the 
story of staunch Christians who 
refuse to profess things they do 
not believe just so they might go 
on living. 

Reading about this and thinking 
about it is really very difficult 
because suddenly we come face to 
face with the need for a decision.

Pope Knew It First 


Pope Pius, far off in Rome, 
through some divine visitation, 
knew of the victory of Lepanto 
ten days before word came over- 
land, for of course it Was an era 
without radio and telegraph. Im- 
mediately he ordered the great 
bells of St. Peter’s to ring out m 
triumph, and he himself led the 
solemn hymn of thanksgiving, the. 
Te Deum, in the vast basilica. Tén 
days later the victory was con- 
firmed. Mary had not failed hu- 
manity at a critical moment. The 
Feast of Our Lady of Victory was 
established to commemorate the 
event. 


Coming down to more modern 
times, we hear much about Lourdes, 
but how many have pondered the 
timing of that most famous of all 
apparitions? Garibaldi and his red- 
shirted hordes, inspired by anti- 
clerical renegade Catholics of 
northern Italy — too many of 
whom belonged to Masonic lodges 


to justify exculpation of Masonry—. 


Garibaldi and his hordes were mov- 
ing to the sack of Rome. The Holy 
Father, Pius IX, was abandoned by 
the entire world, except for small 
French and Austrian regiments, a 
company of Swiss Guards. and a 
handful of Irish volunteers. The 
anti-clerical boast to kill the Pon- 
tiff and throw his body into the 
Tiber seemed about to be realized. 
The Holy Father allowed his small 
army of defenders to fire one can- 
non blast of protest, and then gave 
orders to cease fire. Rome fell. 


Pius became a prisoner in the Vat- 
ican,

But returning to Pope Pius IX, 
in the midst of his loneliness, help- 
lessness and sadness, in the year 
1858 .suddenly word came down 
from Lourdes. that a beautiful lady 
had appeared many times to a 
simple peasant girl. When the gir}, 
under orders from her Bishop, ask- 
ed the beautiful lady who she was, 
the lady answered: “I am the Im- 
maculate Conception.” 

Immaculate Conception — huge 
Latin derivatives on the lips of an 


q| unschooled peasant girl — but the 


very title the Holy Father had 
formally given the Blessed Mother 
only four years before in proclaim- 
ing the dogma. 

The world might abandon the 
Pope to the untender mercies of 
his enemies, but the Pope knew 
that God had not abandoned his 
Church. The timing of that appar- 
ition was exact. Once again God 
used Mary at a critical moment, 
His reassuring messenger to man. 

Garibaldi is gone, the anti-cler- 
icals are gone, the Italian Masons 
have been shoved into obscurity, 
and their puppets Victor Emman- 
uel and the House of Savoy blasted 
from the throne. The successor of 
Pius IX still holds the See of Peter, 
a mighty moral force for peace 
and stability amongst nations, the 
whole world attuned to his voice, 
his position and dignity and power 
acknowledged and respected by the 
unprejudiced everywhere, except by 
Communists.

Finally Fatima — apparitions 
within the memory of men still 
alive. But once again the remark- 
able timing of these apparitions 
has not been’ sufficiently empha- 
sized, particularly the last and 
most famous when some 70,000 
people gathered at the spot on Oc- 
tober 13, 1917, awaiting the por- 
tent the Blessed Mother herself 
had promised. 

As one can still read in the files 
of Portuguese newspapers of those 
days, the assembled thousands wit- 
nessed the terrifying prodigy. The 
sun in a cloudless sky trembles, 
shakes, moves abuptly, and sud- 
denly whirls giddily on itself like 
a wheel of fire, casting in all di- 
rections like an enormous lamp 
great beams of light. The rays turn 
green, yellow, violet, etc. and color 
in a fantastic manner the trees, 
rocks, the earth, the faces and 
clothes of the specators. After some 
four minutes it stops. 

A moment later it begins again 


its weird motion. Again it stops 
its. prodigious dance, as if to give 
the spectators a rest, only to take 
7 a third time the fantastic dis- 
play. 

_ The enormous multitude all this 
time is in suspense, immovable, 
breathless, speechless, contemplat- 
ing this overwhelming drama. All 
this happened precisely at the time 
and place foretold, and designed to 
compel men to believe in the ap- 
paritions. No wonder the terrified 
crowd suddenly broke out into a 
terrible cry as the sun leaving its 
place in the firmament and falling 
from side to side, plunged zigzag- 
ging on the people massed below, 
suddenly stopping short in its fall, 
climbing back to its place, zigzag- 
ging in its climb, and ending by re- 
suming its normal brilliance in the 
clear sky above. 

The apocalyptic scene overawed 
the crowd, the thousands fell to 
their knees betraying the religious 
terror of souls fearful of facing 
their God, and asking aloud pardon 
for their sins. 

This was October 1917, the very 
year and month, and perhaps the 
very day that Lenin and Trotsky 
in far off Russia launched their 
communistic rebellion against Ker- 
ensky’s moderate Republic, and be- 
gan that march, a bloody march, 
in which during the following two 
years Trotsky butchered and burn- 
ed and dynamited his way across 
Russia from Moscow to Odessa and 
subjugated a nation of 165 million 
people. 

What did those untutored peas- 
ant children in the wilderness of 
Portugal know about international 
affairs or Russia? Indeed how 
little the rest of the world knew 
about Russia. Yet in those appar- 
itions — according to the then re- 
corded words of the three little 
children — the Blessed Mother 
told them, and through them us: 

“On account of its innumerable 
crimes the world will soon be pun- 
ished by war, famine, and perse- 
cution against the Church and the 
Holy Father. In order to stop it, I 
shall ask for the consecration of 
the world to My Immaculate Heart, 
as well as a Communion of repar- 
ation on the first Saturdays of the 
month. If my requests are granted, 
Russia will be converted, and there 
will be peace.” 

And there we have it. The timing 
is exact. The Blessed Mother will 
not spurn our prayers. She has 
made Her promise. In her, rather 
than in atomic bombs, military 
might and material, we must place 
our hopes. That rests with us.

Its thesis is the primacy of love, 
especially supernatural love, or 
charity. Miss Dohen shows how 
lay apostles, by considering them- 
selves a humanity for Christ can 
achieve that necessary detachment 
from the world wherein Christ-like 
charity can best develop. The chap- 
ter on prayer, like all the other 
sections of the book, does not treat 
the subject in an. over-reaching 
manner but gets down to cases. 

In her excellent chapters. on 
loneliness and on frustration, Miss 
Dohen _explains that friendship 
with God is the only relationship 
that brings enduring satisfaction: 
Frustration, the author declares, 
results primarily from not doing 
the will of God.

Now since then, Ed Krause, the 
Notre Dame athletic director, has 
heard from folks in authority at 
most of these eastern schools who 
went out of their respective ways 
to state that there never had been 
any slurs cast at the academic 
side of Notre Dame, or words to 
that effect.

But I wonder if more 
than a few people didn’t read. the 
wire service reports on the contro- 
versy and wondered if there were 
any truth to the unkind hint of the 
certain “reliable source.” 


Now, to a greater or lesser 
degree, the comparing of the 
scholastic standards of various 
schools is as much a debatable 
issue as is the matter of judging 
the merits of football teams who do 
not play.

king and the last reigning member 
of the royal family, was deposed. 
A republic was set up and new 
and rapid changes took place until 
the islands were annexed by the 
United States of America in 1898, 
becoming a territory of the United 
States in 1900. 


The islands are well known for 
their chief products, sugar cane and 
pineapples, and for the naval base 
at Pearl Harbor on the Island of 
Oahu, which has become the trans- 
portation center of the whole Pa- 
cific area. 


Hawatian Islands is one third of 
Caucasian origin and one third 
Japanese. The rest are Hawaiians, 
Chinese, Filipinos, Puerto Ricans, 
‘Koreans and Americans. Most of 
the last ng 4 are connected with 
the United States Navy. In all, 
the population numbers close to 
half a million, of which number 
about one third is Catholic. 


The history of the Catholic 
Church in the Hawaiian Islands 
sg back to the year 1826 when 

is Holiness, Pope Leo XII, estab- 
lished there a Prefecture Apostolic 
entitled the Prefecture Apostolic of 
the Sandwich or Hawaiian Islands. 
He entrusted the Prefecture to the 
Pathers of the Sacred Hearts. This 
religious institute had been found- 
ed at Poitiers in France on the 25th 
of December, 1800, by Father Marie 
Joseph Coudrin. Although the of- 
ficial title was “Congregation of 
the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, and of Perpetual Adoration 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament,” 
the members were known as the 
Picpus Fathers after the house 


Rue de Picpus. 


In 1844 the Prefecture Apostolic 
was changed to a Vicariate Apost- 
olic with a titular bishop at its 
head. Practically the only priests 
on the islands from 1844 to 1941 
were Picpus Fathers. Persecutions 
were not lacking and at times the 
priests were driven out, only to re- 
turn faithfully to continue their 
generous apostolate. 


Father Damien was a member 
of this Society. The Picpus Fathers 
brought religious congregations of 


and they planned the formation of 
a native clergy. When the Most 
Reverend Stephen P.. Alencastre, 
Titular Bishop of Arabisso, Vicar 
Apostolic of the Hawaiian Islands, 
died on November 9, 1940, after a 
most fruitful episcopate of sixteen 
years, the Diocese of Honolulu was 
constituted on January 25, 1941, as 
a suffragan of the Archdiocese of 
San Francisco in California with 
the Most Reverend James J. 
Sweeney, a native of San Francis- 
co, as its first bishop. Today, under

‘He quotes the Register as say- 
ing: “The very fact that today no 
first class relics of the Blessed Vir- 
gin exist here is of itself a 
proof that Mary’s body was taken 
into Heaven.” 

We do not regard that as a 
chief argument, but it was very 
strange that the Church should be 
in the possession of the relics of 
all the Apostles, which are well 
authenticated, and would take no 


pains to | hold of and preserve 
relics of Mary’s body, the greatest 


of all the saints, and the closest 
one to Jesus. 

The argument which should con- 
vince Lutherans as well as any 
others, of the fact of Mary’s As- 
sumption is the very argument 
which these people accept for the 
genuiness and inspiration of the 
New Testament Scriptures, namely, 
an exCathedra decision by the 
Pope. Just as they contend that 
the. is no historical evidence dur- 
ing the first five centuries for 
Mary’s Assumption and no biblical 
proof, so there is no historical 
evidence during the first four cen- 
turies for the inspiration of the 
Bible and no biblical proof at all. 

The early Christians certainly 
did not know what was New Testa- 
ment Scripture and what was not. 
Locally people knew of St. Paul’s 
letters to the Corinthians, knew of 
his letter to the Romans, etc., but 
many other Apostles, besides Mat- 
thew and John, wrote gospels, but 
no one knew what was actually in- 


.{spired New Testament Scripture 


and what was not until the Cath- 
olic Church made the declaration. 

The Church could not have acted 
earlier because for more than three 
centuries she had to live under- 
ground, for which there is thou- 
sandfold testimony in the. Cata- 
combs under the city of Rome. The 
Popes lived there for nearly 300 
years because there was a price 
placed on their heads, as it was 
— on the head of every one 
— to be a follower of abo 

ere was no opportunity during 
those days to dine testimony and 
evidence of what was divinely in- 
spired Scripture and what was not. 

Later the Church did take the 
trouble to examine more than 100 
different sacred writings which 
were reputed to be inspired and 
from among them selected the 
books which are presently contain- 
ed in the New Testament. That was 
done at a couple of Councils in 
France near the end of the fourth 
century these decrees were 
rete og as they had to be, by 
the then Pope. 

There is therefore absolutely no 
way for any Lutheran, or any other 
person in the world, to prove that 
the New Testamént, as the Cath- 
olic Church determined it, is both 
— and inspired except on the 

tholic Church’s authority. 

It is on the same authority that 
the Assumption of Mary into Heav- 
en is accepted by Catholics. After 
the Eastern Church had observed 
this feast for nearly 1500 years, 
all of Christendom had 
observed it for nearly 1400 years 
the fact was taken for granted. 

The entire Church could not have 

wrong if Christ’s promises 
are to be respected.

Christ was 
merely trying to impress on His 
audience that it is more important 
in God’s eyes to live as His child- 
ren than to boast over relationship 
to Him.

istic and rationalistic organizations 
on the one hand, or certain church- 
men who had observed that their 
particular denomination was not 
benefiting much by the practice.

The first Sunday of Lent is an 
opportune time to pause for a 
moment in this ceaseless round of 
duty and pleasure and to ask one’s 
self the “why, when and where” 
of family life. 

The prayers uttered by the priest 
over the bridal couple at the nup- 
tial Mass point directly to the 
“why.” In no less than three 
separate utterances reference is 
made to “children.” Verily, to 
fathers and mother: is given the 
grand, noble, and sacred opportun- 
ity of cooperating with God Him- 
self in the pro-creation of human 
beings, destined one day to share 
in His infinite glory and happiness 
in eternity. 

With this God-given authority 
comes also a grave and serious re- 
sponsibility. The soul of each and 
every child entrusted to its “par- 
ents needs to be developed into 


the fullness of spiritual growth, 
just the same as does the body 
need physical care and nourish- 
ment for its development. 


Now comes the “when.” Some 
parents are prone to postpone the 
child’s spiritual development until 
he reaches school age. “Let the 
teachers take care of that. I have 
no time.” Would you starve your 
child spiritually for the first five 
or six years? 

Closely linked with “when” is 
the “where.” The time is not five 
or six years hence, but now—as 
soon as he can lisp “mommy” and 
“daddy” he can also lisp the holy 
names of “Jesus” and “Mary.” The 
first place for religious develop- 
ment of the child is the home. 
True, Church and school will later 
supplement the religious education 
of the child, but nothing can take 
the place of the earliest lessons in 
spiritual life learned at the moth- 
er’s knee. 


Our Lady’s Value 


Mary, our heavenly Mother, 
knows well the value of the soul 
of a child. She seems to hold a 
special predilection for children. 
Within the past hundred years, she 
has on many occasions transmitted 
her messages to mankind by the 
mouths of children. Today’s feast 
of Our Lady of Lourdes recalls one 
of these. 


From February 12 to July 16, in 
the year 1858 the Blessed Virgin 
Mary appeared eighteen times to 
a little shepherdess, Bernadette 
Soubirous, as she was tending her 


sheep on the hillside. 
the beginning. From that day to 
the present, numerous miracles 
have occurred at the Grotto of 
Massabielle in Lourdes, France. 
It would seem, according to the 
Communion of today’s “‘ass, that 
Mary at this holy shrine still “vis- 
its our earth to multiply in us the 
gifts of her riches.” 


When Bernadette grew older she 
entered the convent of the Sisters 
of Charity at Nevers. After a hid- 
den life of prayer and penance, she 
was called to her heavenly homé: 
As St. Mary Bernard she was can- 
onized by Pope Pius XI on Decem- 
ber 8, 1933. Three years later her 
feast was extended to the universal 
Church to be celebrated eight days 
after the feast of Our Lady of 
Lourdes. 


Modern parents who place pro- 
per value on the soul of the child, 
go beyond caring for his physical 
and material needs, and start early 
with his. spiritual development. 
The time they spend in telling 
their little ones the stories of Jesus 
and Mary, the stories about chil- 
dren saints as well as of those of 
saintly children, is time well spent. 
The little lessons they teach them 
in the practice of virtue, the little 
acts of kindness, of sacrifice and 
self-denial for the love of the Child 
Jesus will strike a responsive note 
if brought home to them on their 
own level of comprehension. 


A firm and solid foundation in 
true virtue laid in early childhoof 
will be the child’s greatest asset. 
One knows not the unpredictable 
future of the present century, but,

Right Of Religious To Teach 
Public Schools At Stake 


_ Santa Fe, N. M. —(NC)— At 
‘stake in current litigation over the 
much-publicized “Dixon case” here 
is whether District Judge E. T. 
Hensley’s decision banning 143 
members of Catholic religious or- 
ders from teaching in New Mexico 
public schools should be extended 
to all such religious in the State. 


In addition an appeal by a Pro- 
testant group aided by “Protest- 
ants.and Other Americans United 
for Separation of Church and 
State” (POAU) seeks two other 
objects: ‘ 

1. A prohibition against the 
wearing of religious garb in New 
Mexico public schools 


2. A ruling that payment of State 
funds to religious or religious or- 
ganizations is forbidden by the New 
Mexico and Federal Constitutions. 


In their brief the Protestants 
held that the Hensley decision 
“fails to reestablish in the schools 
of New Mexico the absolute separa- 
tion between church and state.” 

They maintained that Catholic 
Religious should be disqualified 
from teaching in public schools “by 
virtue of their vows of obedience 
and poverty and the fact that they 


have peculiarly and exclusively 
dedicated their services to the ad- 
vancement of a religious faith to 
the exclusion of all other worldly 
objects.” 


Attorneys for the Catholic 
Church, in a cross appeal, argued 
as follows: 


1. None of the 143 religious 
teachers are now teaching in any 
tax-supported State school. 


2. Religious now are teaching 
only seven tax-supported schools. 

3. Since the Hensley decision 16 
schools have been converted from 
public to parochial schools. 


4. No sectarian books are now 
being distributed in these schools, 
no sectarian doctrine is being 
taught even before or after schools 
hours, and no religious pictures or 
statuaries are being displayed. 

5. The Church owns no building 
now being used for public school 
purposes. 

In reply to the Protestant brief, 
the Catholic document filed by At- 
torney John A, Danaher, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the Santa Fe 
law firm of Watson, McIntosh and 
Watson, maintained: 

A. Religious vows taken by Sis- 


ters and Brothers do not infringe 
on any constitutional rights of 
school children nor of Protestant. 
citizens, 


B. Wearing religious garb is an 
exercise of freedom of conscience, 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

C. Public schools received full 
value in services rendered for 
salaries paid to Sisters and 
Brothers as. school . teachers. 
There is nothing in the con- 
stitution preventing them from 
giving their salaries to their re- 
ligious orders. 

D. Use of church-owned proper- 
ty for public school purposes is 
consistent with the Constitution. 

Free textbooks are now being 
distributed by the State directly to 
pupils, the Catholic brief pointed 
out, instead of going to the paro- 
chial schools. This system was put 
into effect under an attorney gen- 
eral’s ruling which held the Hens- 
ley decision barred distribution to 
the schools, but not to the children. 

The “Dixon case” leading to the 
Hensley ruling arose from friction 
in the town of Dixon, where a part 
of the community resisted efforts 
to hire Catholic Sisters as teachers 
in a new public school. , 


Departure Ceremonies Urged 
For Men Entering Service 


Covington, Ky. —(NC)— Special 
departure ceremonies in parishes 
for young men entering the armed 
services were urged in a pastoral 
letter by Bishop William T. Mulloy 
of Covington. 

“These ceremonies should include 
a well-thought-out sermon on the 
nobility of the great call to the 
defense of the very foundations of 
Western civilization—God and the 
teachings of God’s Church,” the 
Bishop wrote. , 

“Souvenirs in rosaries, scapular 
medals, Sacred Heart badges, 
medals of St. Christopher, and the 
like should be presented on these 
occasions,” he continued. “Let us 
impress upon our young men the 
genuine sincere interest which we 
on the home front have in them.” 

Warning of the spiritual hazards 
of service life and the physical 
perils of battle, Bishop Mulloy 
said, “it is not enough to realize 


these dangers; it is imperative that 
we do something tangible to pre- 
pare our young men to face these 
dangers.” 


Among the practices recom- 
mended by the Bishop were: 

1. Young men should be briefed 
before induction on the dangers of 
Army life by former chaplains, 
members of the Catholic War Vet- 
erans, or others who have served in 
past wars. 


2. All at home should bs 
enerous spiritual support of U. 
S. fighting men through Masses, 
Communions, prayers and pen- 
ances. Special prayers should be 
offered in parishes, schools, and 
family circles. 

8. Parish organizations should 
form correspondence clubs to keep 
men in the armed forces informed 
of activities at home and of the 
continued interest in them.

Lay Missionary

Sydney, Australia —(NC)— A 
misisonary laymen’s movement, 
which was founded here three 
years ago, is functioning success- 
fully in Papua, to the north of 
Australia. 


After the recent war the Papuan 
mission had a vast building pro- 
gram before it with few men to 
do the work.

Everyone knows what the com- 
munist directives are. In pro- 
nouncements they declare that they 
wish to fight against “war,” to 
save “peace.” But since they attri- 
bute the spirit of aggression to 
Americans and consider’ the 
Atlantic pact a weapon of the 
aggressor, communist action in 
practice has but one purpose: to 
impede European resistance and to 
sabotage rearmament of the West. 

The deputies who resigned found 
themselves to odds with the party 
because they maintained and still 
maintain that communists must 
defend their country against all 
aggressions, including one by the 
Soviet Union. 

Consequently they were in oppos- 
ition to a directive which has been 
fundamental in communist parties 
since the seventh congress of the 
Third International, that 1s since 
1935. In spite of efforts made by 
some leaders of the party, the two 
parliamentarians have maintained 
their ‘“‘deviation” and have sent a 
letter of resignation. Their renun- 


date as deputies has been refused 
by a majority of the Italian cham- 
ber of deputies. Uniess they per- 
sist in their renunciation they will 
remain as deputies. 

So much for the facts. To clar- 
ify the real meaning does not re- 
quire great length. The two 
deputies neither renounce their 
Marxist position nor have they 
converted to the cause of the 
Atlantic pact. Rather they remain 
neutrals. But they are convinced 
that this position of neutrality im- 


resisting all aggressions, including 
that of the Soviets. 

Because of this, the party de- 
nounces them as “traitors.” To 
love one’s country and defend it 
from every attack is therefore be- 
trayal for.a Stalihite communist 
who maintains and demands that 
all the “faithful” should have only 
one fatherland—the Soviet Union. 
By this episode the activity of the 
“peace partisans” reveals itself in 
its true meaning.
